WINNIPEG, Dec. 11--(CP)—Icy winds whipped across the 
prairies of Manitoba and Saskatchewan today with the mercury far 


below zero in many districts. 
It was ‘32 below at Brandon, 100 miles west of Winnipeg, during 


the night, and 21 below in Winnipeg, while Churchill, in the far 
north, recorded a minus 30. In Saskatchewan, Regina posted a low 
of 11 below, Yorkton 17, and Saskatoon a mere one below zero. It 
was much milder in Alberta, with temperatures well above the zero 
point 

Lowest temperature in the province last night was three above 
zero at Edmonton and Medicine Hat. Lethbridge was five above, 
while Calgary was the mildest spot on the prairies with a high of 27 
and low of 14 

Milder weather was predicted for tomorrow in all three prairie 
provinces.

Maybe Chamberlain Knew? 

Evidence presented at the war crimes 
trial shows that months before the Munich 
conference Hitler had decided to destroy 
Czechoslovakia, and had last minute prep- 
arations under way while he was negotiat- 
ing with Chamberlain and proclaiming 
that he had ‘“‘no further territorial claims” 
in Europe. 

“Appeasement” then did not whet the 
Fuehrer’s tust and inspire him to attack 
the little state. He had already decided to 
tear it to pieces, and was only playing for 
time while he talked with the British 
Prime Minister. His subsequent actions 
have long since made this a moral cer- 
tainty. The direct evidence is confirmatory 
only, and will cause no surprise. Treachery 
was part and parcel of the Hitler code. 

Perhaps Chamberlain knew that Hitler 
was lying in the Munich days, or suspected 
it? In any case Britain and France could 
do nothing to prevent the attack; and the 
Sudetenland may have been conceded in 
hope only of securing delay. It is difficult 
to imagine Chamberlain matching wits in 
a game of deception with Adolf the arch- 
trickster. But it is about as hard to sup- 
pose that he put faith in the promises of 
the man who had torn up the Versailles 
treaty and seized the Rhineland by force.

But There Is Still Much Work to be Done Before Problems Facing the Federal and 
Provincial Governments Can be Solved Satisfactorily to All

The _ provinces 
pressed for information, often in 
vain. 


The upshot was the adjournment 
of the conference until January 28 
and the appointment of a commit- 
tee, comprised of representatives 
of the Dominion and the provinces 


The terms of reference to this com- 
mittee might be expected to focu: 
its work on the Dominion propos- 
als. This however, is not so. The 
terms, as set down in the official 
statement concluding the confer- 
ence, are to examine and report 
upon “the economic factors affect- 


ing Dominion and provincial pro- 
posals and relations”. The commit- 
tee is not restricted in any sense 
The appointment of this commil- 
tee is generally regarded as a great 
forward stride. For the t time 
the Dominion and the provinces 
have joined in a common effort to 
reach an agreement acceptable to

This apparent willingness to co- 
operate, however, should not give 
rise to undue optimism. It can now 
be hoped that the problems will be 
faced and solved. But it must al- 
ways be remembered that some of 
the governments are beginning al- 
most from scratch.

To assist Nova Scotia in apprais- 
ing these proposals, Mr. MacDon- 
ald addressed thirteen questions to 
the Dominion Gevernment. Some 
of these questions have a wider 
interest than that of a single prov- 
ince. 

Would the Dominion guarantee 
to make no further inroads—be- 
yond the three taxes now desired 
exclusively—in the field of direct 
taxation? 

Would the Dominion withdraw 
the present taxes on gasoline, am- 
usements and electricity? 

Would the Dominion undertake 
not to impose direct or indirect 
taxes of such severity as to cripple 
the provinces in the areas still 
to them? For example, the 
Dominion could increase the excise 
tax on liquor to the point where 


| the provinces would lose revenue 


Had the Dominion any alterna- 
tives to the present proposals? Why 
for example, was the proposed sub- 
Sidy fixed at $12 per capita? Why 
was it selected in preference to 
some plan of pooling the three tax- 
es? Would the payment of $12 pe 
capita subsidy take into considera 
tion increases in population as well 
as in national production? 

Could health insurance and old 
age pensions be separated from the 
financial provisions of the domin 
ion’s proposals’ 

Other questions were of a more 
detailed character 

It is not on the record that Mr 
Macdonald received answers to 
these questions, Indeed, it may be 
inferred that he did not. They still 
remain some of the problems which 
must be solved when the confer- 
ence meets again.

As Canadians, Formerly in RCAF, Read of the Disturbances 
in Tel Aviv and Other Parts of Palestine

NEWS OF THE Palestine dis- 
turbances awake old memories in 
demobilized personne! of the RCAF 
who trained in that country during 
the war, or who were stationed 
there during operations. 

Especially do they vecal! Tel Aviv, 
the Jewish “show” city at the east- 
ern end of the Mediterranean 

Tel Aviv is a city built on sand 
and it may be that it will be subject 
to the legendary vicissitudes of 
such structures, 

Standing, as it does, on a stretch 
of sand dunes facing the Meditter- 


ranean, it is a seaport without a 
harbor, It is also a city which, to 
some, gives an impression of im- 


permanence 

Disinterested visitors are liable to 
carry away one of two impressions 
Some find the city’s gay, carnival 
air and spirit of optimism almost 
irresistible, Others say they get an 
impression of a world’s fair or 
Coney Island atmosphere. 

As a city, Tel Aviv, is bright and 
clean and new. It was started in 
1909 and now has a population of 
around a quarter-million, 

The Turks expelled the city popu- 
lation during the First Great War 
bul, when the British oecupied the 
area, they were permitted to return. 

From that time on, the city grew 
steadily in size and, today, it is a 


busy, crowded, booming place. Jam- | 


packed as it is with Jews who have 
freedom from the oppressions of 
Europe, there is a feeling of youth- 
ful abandon and hope in Tel Aviv 


|that is in direct contrast to nearly | 
ever other city of the war-torn old | 


world,

It has a Meditterranean cli- 
mate and the sun shines most of the 
year, The water-front and city 
streets are crowded with bars and 
cabarets and in many of these 
places the entertainment is superb 

Some of the musicians at these 
cabarets were outstanding members 
of the European music fraternity 
before the war, One such man was

Canada House 

He played for dancing but, dur- 
ing the intervals, he played music 
ot his own choice and the haunt 
ing loneliness which he must have 
felt in his own soul seemed to be 
conveyed by the magic of the keys
